To the west, the German high 
command declared, the port city 
of Rouen, on the Seine, had been 
evacuated. British spearheads bit 
as deep as 25 miles above the 
Seine between Paris and the sea, 
heading toward the “buzz-bomb” 
coast in a drive which a British 
general described in an order of 
the day to his troops as the first 
direct step to “free our homes, 
our wives and our children from 
German attacks.” 

107 Miles From Reich. 

Reims, noted for its cathedral 
and its champagne, is 50 miles 
from Belgium, and 107 from the 
German border. Tank units cross- 
ing the Vesle River already had 
covered 10 of the remaining miles 
to Belgium.

IN ADRIATIC AREA 


‘British and Poles Taking 
Last Outer Defense 
Positions South of the 
Gothic Line.

ROME, Aug. 30 (AP).—Smiash- 
ing through veteran German 
troops in the first big attack on 
the Italian front in recent weeks, 
British and Polish forces are driv-

Save for three bullet’ scars on

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 (AP). 
—The bar on sale of ammunition 
to hunters was lifted yesterday by 
the War Production Board, open- 
ing the way for the first real 
shooting season since the war be- 
‘gan. 

WPB also 
boosted quotas of ammunition for 
farmers and ranchers to use 
against predatory animals. 

Ammunition production this 
year is expected to be about 62 
per cent of prewar output, WPB 
said. Chairman Robertson (Dem.), 
‘Virginia, of the House Conserva- 
tion Committee, estimated that be- 
tween 450 and 500 million shotgun 
shells will be offered for sale and 
said an adequate supply of rifle 
cartridges wil] be available, 

Until Dec. 31, farmers and 
ranchers and hunters will have 
the following quarterly quota: 150 
rounds of .22 caliber rim-fire cart- 
ridges, 40 rounds of center-fire 
‘rifle ammunition (or 50 rounds if 
customarily packaged 50 to a box), 
and 100 shotgun shells of any 
guage. 
| The previous quarterly quota for 
farmers and ranchers was 100 
rounds of .22 rim-fire cartridges, 
40 rounds of center-fire ammuni- 
tion and 25 shotgun shells. 

The entire quota need not be 
bought at one time. Before any 
sale of ammunition ia made, the 
purchaser must sign a certificate 
saying he is entitled to the am- 
munition, Sellers are required to 
keep complete records of inven- 


tories and sales, including the cer- 
tificates, 


The WPB said recently that the 
temporary removal] of the bar on 
ammunition sales to hunters was 
prompted because animals and 
birds were causing widespread de- 
struction to crops and livestock 
in all sections of the country. The 
bar was imposed in May, 1943, re- 
laxed for the 1043 fall hunting sea- 
son, and restored Jan. 1, 1944.

INDING jobs for eight to ten million more persons than this 


peacetime dominates the capital’s 


planning for the postwar “adventure in prosperity” envisioned by 


Bernard Baruch. Planners and legislators are racing the onrush of 


Allied arms in Europe, for they 


realize that Hitler’s fal] will cut 


all war production 40 per cent and quickly wind up the jobs of some 


two million war workers. 


These workers, and many more, 
can be absorbed in civilian manu- 
facturing if the War Production 
Board's machinery for “spot” re- 
conversion in every city works 
smoothly. WPB thinks it has nar- 
rowed the “reconversion gap’— 
the average period of idleness be- 
tween war and peacetime work by 
about two months. 

The real test is farther ahead. 
The Senate Postwar Committee 
sees it in the first six months 
after Japan’s fall. Then the war 
industry payroll will drop from to- 
day’s ten million persons to noth- 
ing, big releases from the Army 
will begin, and the Government 
will liquidate its alphabetical war 
agencies. 

The course set in that half-year, 
it is held, will create the economic 
atmosphere, good or bad, into 
which half a million home-coming 
veterans will return each month 
until demobilization ends. 


Labor Force of 65 Million. 


The labor force, including fight- 
ers, is now 65 million. In the two 
or three years after peace, 
high manpower official believes, 
nearly 55 million of them will hold 
jobs, or want them. 

He assumes the others will drop 
out roughly as follows: three mil- 
lion under arms; upwards of two 
million women back in the kitch- 
‘en; three million, on the average, 
“between jobs”; one million re- 
‘tired; one million back in school.

| OPA is organizing itself to put 
prices on new civilian goods rap- 
‘idly. The declared policy is that 
ceilings be tight enough to ward 
off inflation but high enough to 
encourage manufacturers to 
‘switch quickly to civilian goods. 


Rationing probably will fade 
long before: price control does. 
Meat and canned goods may be- 
‘come ration-free soon after the 
European war. Autos may remain 
rationed for a time after their 
production is resumed, but in gen- 
eral all rationing should end be-

postwar existence, OPA’s function 
will be price control alone.

Gov. Confusion Himself 


Gov. Sharpe of South Dakota, chairman of the 
Missouri River States Committee, has delivered 
himself of as bewildered, befuddled and contra- 
dictory a series of statements about the develop- 
ment of the Missouri Valley as is likely ever to 
come out of even so large a watershed as this one. 

The good Governor is all admiration of Sena- 
tor Murray of Montana, author of the MVA Dill, 
for “having caught the vision of the great possi- 
bilities of our valley, a vision of what has been 
done in the Tennessee Valley, the Columbia Riv- 
er Valley and other valleys.” 

Having extolled the vision, Mr. Sharpe goes on 
to demonstrate that he himself has not caught it, 
or that, if he has, he has done so only to toss it 
promptly back as if it were a hot potato. What 
has been done in the Tennessee Valley is fine one 
minute, when he is praising Senator Murray for 
catching the vision, but it is not fine the next 
minute, when he considers whether the same prin- 
ciples should be applied to the Missouri Valley. 

How does South Dakota’s Governor, the man 
who for several months now has been leading the 
Governors of the eight other valley states around 
pretty much by the noses, stand on an MVA? 

Here are the ways he stands on it, according 
to himself: The MVA bill catches “the vision of 
the great possibilities of our valley, a vision of 
what has been done in the Tennessee Valley.” 
“Personally I am against an MVA but at the 
moment I would rather accept it than lose the 
development.” “I doubt the advisability of try- 
ing to apply that (the TVA) plan to the Missouri 
Valley.” “Just because he (Senator Murray) pro- 
poses a Missouri Valley Authority does not mean 
we should throw his plan out.” 

Speaking about one and the same thing, Sharpe 
is for it in the Tennessee Valley, against it in 
the Missouri Valley, and willing to accept it for 
the Missouri Valley if otherwise the development 
would be lost. Can this sort of thing be serious- 
ly regarded as thoughtful consideration of a great 
public problem? 

Gov. Sharpe declares himself in favor of an 
over-all authority, with the strict reservation that 
it must be controlled by the states and not by the 
Federal Government. Gov. Sharpe declares him- 
self in favor of entrusting the job to the Army 
Engineers, a procedure which would vest control 
in the Federal Government and not in the states. 

If he believes either of these professions, he 
cannot possibly believe the other, for they are as 
completely contradictory as any two views could 
possibly be. Yet Gov. Sharpe solemnly, and at 
various times, enunciates it as his conviction that 
the Federal Government should, and should not, 
control the development. 

The Governor contends that the MVA method 
would “require a two-year delay while a plan 
is being worked out.” In the next breath, he 
says “the plans already developed by the Army 
Engineers and the Reclamation Bureau engineers 
are as good as any that could be devised.” 

Would Gov. Sharpe like to say just why, if 
the Army and Reclamation plans are what he 
says they are, they could not be taken over in- 
stanter and in toto by a Missouri Valley Author- 
ity with no delay whatsoever? If the Army and 
Reclamation plans are not what he says they are, 
but hastily thrown-together preliminaries to the 
creation of a plan, would Goy. Sharpe care to 
say whether he would favor our embarking upon 
a project that involves our whole future before 
we had determined exactly where we were £0- 
ing, before we had laid our plans so well that we 
would not waste our natural resources or botch 
the work? 

And would he more specifically favor his eager 
hearers with a statement as to which quarter of 
the bright blue sky it is from which he plucked 
down his pat assertion that two years’ time would 
be required before one truly great plan for a 
great valley could be brought to the stage of con- 
struction? 2 

Gov. Sharpe speaks of the Missouri Valley like 
a man laboring in undue haste and a remarkable 
state of confusion. He speaks as a man who 
does not know what he wants. 

But a great and growing number of the peo- 
ple of the Missouri Valley do know what they 
want, 

They want an end to the piecemeal develop- 
ment that has proved itself woefully inadequate 
every year for decades. 

They want an end to the legalistic bulkheads, 
jurisdictional disputes and bureaucratic bicker- 
ing of the Army Engineers and the Reclamation 
Bureau that are holding up the works, 

They want Congress to bring into being a Mie- 
souri Valley Authority, to do for our valley what 
the TVA has done for the Valley of the Tennes- 
see—to make its future come true now! 
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Representative Fish dropped his $250,000 libel 
suit. We suppose that would be the one that 
got away.

Hospitals Need Margarine 
So short has the butter supply become that the 
War Food Administration has announced it can 
make up none of the deficiency at hospitals—to 
which it supplied 5,000,000 pounds last year— 
but will help them try to obtain butter through 
ordinary channels. At the same time, there is 
plenty of healthful margarine on the market, 

which could supply the need but doesn’t. 
Why doesn’t it? Dairy interests, not wishing to

basis, have been able to obtain the enactment of 
laws which require that margarine be made un- 
palatable-looking by being bleached of its natural 
yellow color to an off-white. If hospitals or 
other institutions restore the appetizing yellow 
color to margarine, they must pay a so-called 
manufacturing tax, which ig set at a prohibitive 
amount. 

Margarine is needed to maintain and restore 
the health of our people who cannot get or can- 
not afford butter. Isn’t the present an excellent 
time to repeal and repent of legislation unfair to 
this useful food? 
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Too Slow? 


In response to repeated demands that the public 
be informed of the proceedings at Dumbarton 
Oaks, Mr. Stettinius issued yesterday a long 
statement as to why it is impossible to open the 
proceedings to the inspection of the people. Along 
with this statement comes an announcement, in 
the form of a joint statement by representatives 
of Britain, Russia and the United States, of a 
general agreement that has been reached among 
them after a week of discussion. 

They are agreed that the world organization 
should consist of (1) an assembly composed of 
representatives of all peace-loving nations; (2) a 
council composed of a smaller number of nations 
—the big powers to be “joined by a number of 
other states’; (3) that there should be effective 
means for the peaceful settlement of disputes, 
including a world court. The conferees hope that 
this announcement will appease public hunger 
for news of their accomplishments. 

The three points outlined by the conferees 
bear an almost perfect resemblance to the state- 
ment by the President issued at the White House 
June 15 last. He came out for an assembly of 
peace-loving nations, a council of the Big Four 
and “a suitable number” of other nations, an in- 
ternational court of justice and joint action to 
prevent war. Mr. Stettinius agreed that yester- 
day’s announcement and the President's state- 
ment of June 15 closely paralleled each other. 
Other inqujries he brushed aside, 

So the chief meat to chew upon {fs that Russia 
and Britain—at least so far as diplomats like Sir 
Alexander Cadogan and Ambassador Gromyko 
are concerned—are willing to accept the Fresi- 
dent’s pattern. That pattern is very much like 
the structure of the League of Nations, which 
had an assembly of all the countries which were 
members and a council of the powers, to which 
smaller nations were from time to time adimitted. 
The President himself, at his press conference 
yesterday, said that the difference between the 
League and the new organization is that the 
latter would have teeth. How big and sharp, 
he did not say. 

It remains to be seen how much further the 
Dumbarton Oaks conferees will ap 80 far AS 
taking the public into their confidence is con- 
cerned. We said the other day that the post- 
war world cannot be built in a day; that con- 
struction of it should be slow enough so that 
world opinion can digest it and so that it will 
be sure of the widest possible approbation; more- 
over, that the diplomats at Dumbarton Oaks are 
not chiefs of state, or even heads of Foreign 
Ministries but diplomats of the third level of 
responsibility and authority. 

There is a chance, however, that the conferees 
and their superiors are underestimating the pace 
of world opinion; that, in their caution, they 
are going too slow; that the public wants some- 
thing more than generalities they have long ago 
been handed. Perhaps the people are curious to 
know just how big a role the numerous small 
nations are going to play, or whether the world 
organization is to be dominated by a Big Three 
or a.Big Four. Perhaps they want to know, along 
with Walter Lippmann, why France is not invited 
to Dumbarton Oaks. Perhaps they want to know 
by just what means the peace is to be enforced. 

In fearing to outstrip public opinion, it mav be 
that Dumbarton Oaks is lagging behind it.

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The Nazis Name the War 


The Nazis, at this late day, are still trying to 
put a name to the war. The Swedish newspaper, 
Dagens Nyheter reports that “War of Liberation” 
was first chosen, the idea being that Europe was 
being freed of “300 years of English oppression,” 

The name next selected by the Nazis was “Cru- 
sade.” However, when the Wehrmacht began to 
retreat before the Russians, Propaganda Minister 
Goebbels was unable to conceive of a crusade in 
reverse, marching off bravely backward, so the 
title was again changed. The new designation 
was “People’s War.” Now the name hag yet again 
been changed, to “Holy War,” @ term originated 
by, of all people, that hardly holy personage, Ges- 
tapo Chief Himmler. 

When President Roosevelt was searching about 
for a name for the war recently, we proposed 
that the only name that would matter would be 
“The Last War,” and that it would matter only 
if several generations hence could still truly call 
it that. To the Nazis, the choice of a name should 
be obvious and inevitable. For them, it is “The 
Lost War.”

Proposal of Vansittart, Welles and Lippmann to cede East Prussia 
to Poland would be disastrous, authority says; he would weaken 
Prussian power by recreating the separate states that existed before 
the war with Austria in 1866 and the Rhineland cession of 1815.

Should Germany be partitioned? Lord 
Vansittart in England and Sumner Welles 
and Walter Lippmann in the United States 
answer this question in the affirmative. 
They also suggest that should Poland be 
forced to accept the Curzon line as now 
seems certain, she might be indemnified 
by giving her East Prussia. 

Despite my respect for these three dis- 
tinguished atithorities, I believe their sug- 
gestions would bring evil consequences that 
would embroil Europe for generations if 
they did not actually lead to another war. 


Kast Prussia is the most fanatically na- 
tionalistic province of Germany, More than 
any other Germans, East Prussians regard 
the Polish Slays with contempt as an in- 
ferior and incompetent people. The Poles 
have always responded with bitterness 
which has now arisen to positive hatred. 


Would Repeat Old Mistakes 


To suggest that 2,500,000 Protestant Ger- 
mans be incorporated into a Catholic Polish 
state is to repeat the mistake of Ulster and 
Alsace-Lorraine. To recommend that the 
East Prussians be transported into an al- 
ready crowded Germany which is to be re- 
duced territorially is, I believe, a hopeless 
recommendation, 


The German fedeyal union that existed 
before Hitler should be restored, Is there 
any reason why the same policy should not 
be applied to Prussia? 


In the internecine war of 1866 between 
Prussia and Austria, Prussia seized Han- 
over, Nassau, Hesse-Cassel and Frankfort 
for having sided with Austria. There is 
hardly any doubt that the people of those 
former states would welcome restoration to 
their earlier status. 


By the Treaty of Vienna of 1815, most 
of the Rhineland was given to Prussia as a 
bulwark against France, If the Rhineland 
were erected into a separate state of the 
Reich and the German states subjugated 
by Prussia in 1866 were restored, Prussian 
power would be greatly reduced. 

But it would not be destroyed. The Jun- 
ker aristocracy in Prussia is the breeding 
ground of the military caste. Just as de- 
mocracy could not become a reality in the 
United States until the slave-holding aris- 
tocracy was destroyed, so Germany will 
never become a peaceful state so long as 
the Junkers survive, 


Strike Roots of Power 


They survive because of the existence of 
their great landed estates whose peasants 
are held under almost semifeudal condi- 
tions. Were these landed estates expro- 
priated with or without compensation and 
divided among the peasants and ex-soldlers, 
and Germans driven from Poland, Czecho- 
slovakia, and the Baltic states, as was done 
in Czechoslovakia after the last wary a 
fatal blow would be struck at the power 
of the Junkers. 


It must not be forgotten, however, that 
the Nazis were put in power by a combina- 
tion of Junker nobles and Ruhr industrial- 
ists, 
was one of the greatest achievements ai 
the Nazis in the eyes of the industrialists 
It helped in the cartellization and concen. 
tration of German industries, which, under 
the Nazis, reached the utmost limit at the 
expense of smaller industries and general

These measures and others like them 
must be undertaken with the aim that Ger- 
many must be prevented from bringing up- 
on mankind for a third time the horror 
which it is now experiencing, 


Seek Out Constructive Forces 


It is estimated that several hundred thou- 
sand Germans have been put in prisons and 
concegtration camps during the Nazi re- 
gime. Surely from among them and the 
clergy and labor adherents and from among 
the silent opponents of the Nazis, construc- 
tive forces can be found with whom the oc- 
cupation authorities can co-operate, 

Those forces can co-operate not only in 
political stabilization but in economic re- 
covery, for to prolong the ruin of Germany 
means to prolong the ruin of Europe. 


With political stability and economic re- 
learn 
the truth concerning the events of the past 
decade, a changed national conscience may 
evolve. That is the prerequisite to Ger- 
many’s becoming a faithful member of 
the world organization which we hope will 
emerge from this awful holocaust.

struction period following the Civil War, 
its theme ig timely and significant. 

“Freedom Road” is the story of Gideor 
Jackson, one of four million black men whe 
were emancipated, and of how he led his 
people and poor whites in their fight to 
overcome prejudice and ignorance and to 
gain financial independence and community 
harmony. 

When Gen. Lee laid down his arms and 
the men in blue marched back home, the 
once-wealthy Southern aristocracy, sick and 
stunned, stared in amazement at the dis 
solution of their great plantation empires 
and saw their slaves freed and millions of 
dollars of capital taken from them, 

od ” . 


But when the first paralyzing shock had 
passed, the planters bestirred themselves 
and inaugurated Black Codes—laws framec 
to return the Negro to exactly the same 
position he held before the war. 

An infuriated Congress sent troops to the 
South, set up military districts and called 
upon the whole population to vote for dele- 
gates to state conventions to establish a 
new democracy for blacks and whites to 
live and bulld together. 

The sullen and contemptuous planters re- 
fused to vote and lost control of the gov- 
ernment by default. Gideon Jackson, who 
could neither read nor write, was one of the 
delegates elected by his people's first vote. 

Gideon became literate. The convention 
floundered and stumbled until it created 
a firm foundation for a successful com- 
munity of Negroes and whites. For eight 
years whites and blacks prospered and 
lived in harmony until the Ku Klux Klan, 
by force and terror, became strong enough 
to force them into virtual slavery. 


Anticipating charges of historical fnac- 
curacy, because textbooks have emphasized 
the roles of carpetbaggers and scalawags, 
Author Fast, in an afterword, declares that 
the veracity of his story is documented by 
Congressional records and debates. 

He says the story has not been told be- 
fore because all material evidence of such 
co-operation was destroyed and the “very 
memory expunged” because “powerful 
forces did not hold it to be a good thing 
that there had been such an experiment 
and that the experiment had worked, and 
that the Negro, in conjunction with poor 
whites, had created a fine, a just and a 
truly democratic civilization.” 

Fast has painted a pathetic picture of 
the Negro’s experience with freedom’s 
growing pains and of the planter’s fight- 
to-the-finish to maintain his antebellum 
overlordship.

They Resent “Teaching.” 


It does not mean “teaching” the 
Chinese to fight in a way they do 
not yet understand and have not 
time enough to learn, It precludes 
pressuring them to turn the area 
command over to an American 
General, : 

On the political side, the cor- 
Ollary is ‘the realization that the 
Chinese, a great and venerable 
people, learn only when they 
choose, They resent “teaching” by 
foreigners (however little they 
habitually show it). 

We Americans might just as 
well make up Our minds that, to 
the Chinese, our own political life 
does not authorize us to sermonize 
them. Chiang and the ruling 
Kuomintang party think they run 
China at least as brilliantly as 
Mayors Kelly and Hague run Chi- 
cago and Jersey City respectively. 
Chinese leaders react in their 


hearts to our Vice President’s sug- 
gestion that they share the Gov- 


ernment of China with the Com- 
munists much as Southern Demo- 
erats here would react to official 
Chinese initiative in favor of e 
American Negroes—if you see ™ 
Today, after seven years’ ter- 


rible strain, China though groggy, 


(could still hold off the Japanese 


for 45 days at Hengyang. Chiang 
Kai-shek is still the leader. If 
he fell, no one else could keep 
China together; not the neo war- 
lords, and certainly not the Com- 
munists. Chiang’s fall would re- 
vive civil war and leave the Japa- 
nese the undisputed masters of the 
continent just when we needed 
that continent for our conquest of 
Japan. Chinese friendship for the 
United States would change into 
smiling implacable enmity, no mat- 
ter how the war ultimately came 
out. 

Mr. Nelson and Gen, Hurley can 
head off the dangers and fortify 
Sino-American friendship for a 
century—if the President and the 
War Department and Ambassador 
Gauss will let them.

Requests from soldiers are 
not necessary, but the Army 
Postal Service said particular 
care should be used to have ad- 
dresses complete and correct.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 (AP).— 
The nation’s tax bill was $50,106,- 
000,000 for the 12 months ended 
last June 30, the Census Bureau 
isaid yesterday in reporting that 
state collections reached a record 
high of $5,386,000,000. 

The gain in state taxes was 5.8 
per cent over the previous year. 
Exclusive of unemployment com- 


pensation tax collections, state 
revenues amounted to $4,100,000,- 
000, or 3.7 per cent more than 
the previous year, the Bureau 
said. 

Local tax collections amounted 
to an additional $4,600,000,000 
which combined with Federal col- 
lections of $40,120,000,000 brought 
the nation’s total tax bill to $50,- 
106,000,000. 

Since state tax systems and 
rates have undergone little change 
in recent years, the Bureau said, 
the increased state and local reve- 
nue was the direct result of in- 
creased industrial production, ris-

Then it was the last morning... and the last hour .. » 
and time for him to go.

One wonders sadly how many marriages might have been 
saved if other lovers had had Elsa’s courage and wisdom. It’s 
easy enough to love if love means only a song by a gypsy fire 
... or the greedy pride of possession or the small delights of a 
safe nesting. It’s even easy to love if one can find release in 
kisses and tears and the weakening clutch of clinging demands. 
But it’s not easy to love when love means putting one’s own pain 
away and setting the other heart free. Yet that is the only real 
love. For each one of us is a separate being whether or not we 
have made a vow and given a ring. And each one of us has a 
fight which he must wage alone and to which he must give 
everything he has while the fight is on. There is only one 
brand of love that can meet a demand like that or fee) its 
terrible need—and that is the love that can give—and then 
let go.

HEN fresh lima beans are 
W properly cooked they are one 
of our most delicious and 
delicate vegetables. By fresh lima 
beans I mean those freshly gath- 
ered off the vines when the pods 
are very green and the beans in 
the pods have barely reached full 
development and are still very 
tender and sweet. As soon as the 
beans are gathered or bought they 
should be cooked. If you want to 
enjoy superior flavor in these 
beans never buy the kind that 
are shelled out in the grocery and 
sold in little paper scoops “or 
wooden boxes. It means‘that such 
beans are old enough for the pods 
to have become yellowed or with- 
ered to the point where they are 
no longer attractive and fresh 
looking in the pod. Shelled beans 
are sure to lack flavor and will 
be entirely without sweetness and 
minus the distinctive lima bean 
flavor. To cook fresh limas, drop 
them into enough boiling salted 
water (one teaspoon salt to a 
quart water) to come at least half 
an inch over the beans. Cook at 
a moderate rate until beans are 
tender, or for about 30 minutes for 
average sized beans.

Saute, add three 
tablespoons onion chopped, two 
tablespoons chopped green pepper, 
three tablespoons chopped celery, 
one teaspoon sugar and one cup 
cut up fresh tomatoes. Cook about 
15 rminutes until well blended, 
Serve over eggplant. Corn on the 
cob: six to eight ears. Cook cov- 
ered five to seven minutes, Whole 
wheat bread: Eight slices. Water- 
melon, chilled: One-fourth melon, 

Dinner 

Frankfurters with cheese and 
bacon: One pound dinner size 
frankfurters (eight). One-fourth 
pound American cheese, three red 
points. Split frankfurters, fill with 
a thin slice of cheese. Wrap with 
a strip of bacon, secure with tooth- 
picks. Broil until bacon is cooked 
and frankfurter thoroughly hot. 
Creamed potatoes: Cook one and a 
half pounds diced potatoes until 
nearly done, six minutes. Add one- 
half cup top milk or thin cream 
and continue cooking until done, 
Season. Serve liquid with potatoes. 
Lima beans, buttered: One and 
one-half pound fresh limas. French 
fried onions: Dip large onion 
rings in flour or in thin egg bat- 
ter and fry in deep shortening 
until crisp and brown on outside. 
Tomato slices: Four large toma- 
toes. Hard rolls: Eight bought. 
Sliced peaches, sugared: Six to 
seven peaches. Butter or fortified 
margarine used on all breads. In- 
clude in today’s menus milk to 
drink: Seven cups for children, 
four cups for adults.

AUSTRALIA SHORT OF LABOR, 
TO RELEASE 45,000 SOLDIERS 


CANBERRA, Aug. 30 (AP). 
Thirty thousand men will be re- 
leased from the Australian Army 
and 15,000 from the air force by 
next June 30 to help relieve the 
commonwealth’'s critical labor 
shortage, Prime Minister John 
Curtin told the House of Repre- 
sentatives today.

THIS, WHICH HAS been ac- 
complished with the diseases 
smallpox, diphtheria and typhoid 
fever, is the greatest triumph of 
modern medicine. Indeed of mod- 
ern science: It is a sheer reversal 
of the malignancy of nature—a 
leap of man’s intellect, imagina- 
tion and ingenuity. The only ac- 
complishments of man that are 
comparable to it are his discovery 
that useful plants could be de- 
liberately grown from the proper 
seeds, that animals can be domes- 
ticated, that fire can be controlled 
for useful purposes and the prin- 
ciple of the wheel and these are 
applications of the bounty of Na- 
ture while preventive medicine is, 
as I say, a reversal of the malig- 
nancy of Nature. It is as meteor- 
ologists were able to prevent tor- 
nadoes, floods, and earthquakes. 
And, let us add, the final advan- 
tage in this field is that these 
particlar methods have been tried 
so long that we know that they 
will do exactly what is claimed 
for them, and they work not hap- 
hazardly but the same under all 
circumstances, 


Yet in the face of all this there 
is always a group afflicted with 
the “cultural lag’—the anti-vac- 
cinationists and their ilk — some 
crank who is not going to have 
his child filled with dead typhoid 
germs or diphtheria toxojd poison, 
who continue to try to oppose 
these successes of the human 
genius. 


These same people fall heavily 
for such bunk as testosterone to 
make old men young. But they 
oppose methods of prevention of 
diseases that in other days afflict- 
ed and killed millions of people all 
over the world regardless of cli- 
mate, all year round regardless of 
season.

TO TELL A MAN of the year 
1800 that before a century and a 
half had passed smallpox, diph- 
theria and typhoid fever would 
have disappeared from the surface 
of the civilized earth and would 
no longer afflict mankind would 
have been to invite flat incredulity. 
The mind of that man of 1800 
represents today’s group of anti- 
0 pane with the “cultural 
ag.” 

Typhoid fever is one of the best 
examples. Inoculation of each in- 
dividual against typhoid fever be- 
gan about 1912, In 1910 in 78 
American cities there were 30,000 
cases of typhoid fever and 4500 
deaths. In 1040 in the same cities 
with a greatly increased popula- 
tion there were about 700 cases of 
typhoid fever and about 120 
deaths. This has been brought 
about largely by public sanita- 
tion, but individual] inoculation is 
still necessary on account of the 
menace of carriers. 


It is fair to say that the war 
against Japan could probably not 
have been prosecuted were it not 
for anti-typhoid vaccination. Dur- 
ing the Spanish War with an 
army of 107,000 men the United 
States had 21,000 cases of typhoid 
fever. In the World War I with 
an army of 4,000,000, all inoculated 
against typhoid, we had 1200 cases 
and most of these could be traced 
to careless or incomplete inocula- 
tions.

Also the sputum 
for tubercle bacilli, But the tuber- 
culin skin test is always positive.

‘a, Twins, Who Are Chinese-American, Create Confusion in Coast Guard 
Of Medicine

HEN Gloria Jee, Chinese- 
American girl, decided to be- 
come a Spar, it was only nat- 
ural that she should attempt to 
persuade her twin sister, Lor- 
raine, to volunteer, also. “We've 
always done everything together, 
you see,” Gloria Jee explains, “so 
I didn’t have any trouble getting 
her to come along to the recrult- 
ing office with me. We joined to- 
gether, trained together, and now 
we are working together.” 

The Jee sisters, whose home is 
in New Orleans, did their “boot” 
training in Palm Beach, and 
have been stationed here since 
January. So alike are they in ap- 
pearance and manner that even 
their Spar roommates have diffi- 
culty deciding which is Gloria and 
which is Lorraine. The confusing 
identities of the twins have been 
clarified somewhat since Gloria 
was assigned to sentry duty on 
the second deck (floor, to land- 
lubbers) of the Old Customs 
House, Coast Guard Headquarters 
for this district, and Lorraine was 
stationed at the switchboard on 
the first deck of the Spar Bar- 
racks, 1124 Locust, Since Gloria 
is on duty from 0730, naval time 
(7:30 a. m.), until 1730 (5:30 p. m.), 
and Lorraine is at the switchboard 
from 2200 (10 p. m.), until 0600 (6 
a. m.), chances for confusion are 
more limited. Still, the sisters 
often spend the evening together, 
and bunk on the same deck, so 
there you are,

EE, which is pronounced “gee,” 
is only part of their name in 
Chinese, the sisters explain. 
“The Chinese equivalent of my 
English name is Toy Gum, or 
‘piles of gold’ Sun-Yong-Jee,” 
points out Gloria. “Lorraine is 
Toy Yoke, or ‘jade. Our father 
dropped the Sun-Yong of our sur- 
name long ago, because it was too 
long for Americans to use. He was 
born in California, but came to 
New Orleans and started a Chi- 
mese restaurant before he mar- 
ried our mother, who is a Mis- 
sourian. His parents came from 
China.” 

“We observed many of the Chi- 
nese customs in our home,” Lor- 
raine. remembers. “For one thing, 
mother learned to make the dishes 
father liked, so we always had 
Chinese food. We lived in the 
Chinese section of New Orleans, 
where many of our friends and 
relatives also live. Although we 
both love being in the Spars, we 
do sometimes miss the Chinese 
food we had back home.” 

Gloria was a beauty parlor op-

erator and Lorraine a stenograph- 
er when they volunteered for 
duty. Since their entrance in the 
Coast Guard last October, they 
have each earned their seaman 
first class, rating, which is three 
steps higher than their initial 
classification. “We are now 
studying for our specialist rating,” 
Gloria confides. ‘Each of us is 
assigned a work detail, which we 
turn in for grading. If our work 
is satisfactory, the commanding 
officer recommends us for an 
examination, and after passing 
this, we earn our next rating. 
Lorraine will be a specialist in 
switchboard operation and I will 
have the equal in sentry duty.” 


“When we first came to St. 
Louis,” Lorraine recalls, “we were 
assigned to maintenance duty in 
the barracks. That means clean- 
ing up the decks or working in 
the galley. After we had each 


served our time operating the 
dishwashing machine, stacking 
trays, mopping the decks, etc., 
we were assigned to new duties.

All day 
long, children and grown people 
would have beautiful fireworks, 
and the people of the town would 
gather around to see the fun. A 
beautiful goldén statue of Buddha 
is placed in the large room where 
we feasted on special Chinese 
dishes and drank tea. The occa- 
sion had religious significance to 
the older people, but to the young 
people like us, it was just a day 
for fun.” 

Recently, the Jee sisters have 
discovered a way to make their 
identification somewhat easier for 
their associates at the Spar Bar- 
racks.

“Had not more than gotten 
them (the wounded) squared 
away, when we took up the hook 
and got into port the morning of 
June 9. We unloaded our wound- 
ed at the yard, and thought we 
would catch a little sleep before 
going out again, But we soon saw 
an end to that when we had a 
load all signed, sealed and checked 
by 4 in the afternoon. There 
was no question of sleep, for 
something was bound to come up 
and keep you going. 

“By 4 the next morning we 
were under way again and head- 
ing back to the front. This time 
we had faster convoy and better 
protection, and by the afternoon, 
at least, some of us had caught 
a little sleep. Thus fortified, we 
were ready for anything. This 
time we pulled into a new beach- 
head and the one which had been 
the hardest to take on D-day. In 
fact, it hadn’t been operating long 
before we got there. Spent the 
night under awful and terrifying 
attacks and constant anti-aircraft 
fire. It was something to watch, 
and even the dive bombing runs 
proved fascinating, for we were 
missed completely, although the 
shrapnel fell like rain on the deck. 
We had moved our anchorage 
about a half hour before one dive 
run let go a string where we 
would have been. 

“The beach was such that we 
had to run in at high tide and dry 
out, so we spent the day wander- 
ing along the beach. Many picked 
up some souvenirs, in spite of its 
being frowned upon, It was sure

good to see that tide start to come 
in so we could pull off and be 
mobile at least. We could see the 
first airfield on French soil swing 
into operation, For the first time 
in four years, planes took off in 
France which were.

After 
looking over the situation none too 
enthusiasically, declarer led the 
spade seven. West, taking no 
chance that declarer might be in- 
spire to duck in the dummy, put 
in the nine, and was allowed to 
hold the trick. Now, on the far 
sighted idea that East might later 
be thrown in and forced to lead 
up to the clubs, West attacked 
that suit himself, leading the four. 
Declarer had to try the finesse, 
and East smothered the queen. 


At this point it did not require 
a great deal of nerve or knowl 
edge or judgment for East to lay 
down the blank ace of spades— 
what good could come from keep- 
ing that card? — but apparently 
East had ideas of his own. The 
declarer had led spades, and, by 
golly, East wasn’t going to touch 
the suit! So East returned a club, 
his own dear partner's lead! 


The club ace won and South 
promptly ruffed a club, setting up 
the rest of the suit.
